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Kucong language 


Kucong (Khucong, Cosung), or Lahlu, is a Loloish language of 
Yunnan and Vietnam. In Vietnam, the speakers' autonym is k h u-l 
ts h D-i, and are also known as the La Hu Na 'Black Lahu' 
(Edmondson 2002). It is very closely related to Lahu.

The Kucong, or Black Lahu, live adjacently to the La Hu Su (Yellow Lahu) and La Hu Phung (White 
Lahu). The Yellow Lahu are distributed in the following locations. 

■ PaVe Su Commune 

■ Pa U Commune 

■ Ca Lang Commune (in La Pe, Nhu Te, and Horn Bo) 

The White Lahu live in the following locations, often together with the Yellow Lahu. 

■ Pa U Commune (in Xa Ho, O’ Ma, Pha Bu, Pa 0, and Kho Ma) 

■ Ca Lang Commune (in Ha Xe) 

The Kucong and related Lahu groups had originally come from the Jinping County area of southern Yunnan, 
China (Edmondson 2002).

Sun Hongkai (1992) reports 30,000 Kucong speakers in Yunnan, China. Chang Suanzhi (2011:5) recognizes 
3 branches of Kucong. 

■ Black Kucong (Lahu Na; autonym Guocuo or Guochou Ifltt) is spoken in 

Zhenyuan, Mojiang, Jiangcheng, Yuanjiang, and Mengla counties, and in Mdc/ng Te District, 
Vietnam. Chang Suanzhi (2011) covers the Black Kucong dialect of Shaohuiqing[zhai], 

Dangduo Village, Yangjie Township, Yuanjiang County Their 

autonym in Yuanjiang County is ko\l ts h o-i 

■ Yellow Kucong HcHriS (Lahu Shi) is spoken in Jinping County. 

■ White Kucong (Lahu Pu) is spoken in two villages of Zhemi Township #3+6^, Jinping 

County. 

Li & Zhang (2003)^ report that there are about 30,000 Kucong people in Yunnan. Zhenyuan County has 
more than 13,000 Kucong people; western Jinping County has more than 6,000 Kucong people; and 
Xinping County has more than 4,000 Kucong people. Li & Zhang (2003) cover the Kucong dialect of 
Kudumu Village Pingzhang Township , Xinping County Iff 1 ! 1 ®. In Xinping County, 

their autonym is kJ -i ts h J 1, which means 'mountain people.'
